REPORT FROM BERLIN. 


REPULSED, 


Only a Crater Position Captured, Ac- 
cording to German War Office. 


ERLIN (via London) July 31.—~— 
B The British attack in Flanders 

on both sides of Ypres has 
been repulsed, according to the Ger- 
man official communication issued 
tonight. Only a crater position was 
taken in the assault, it Is asserted. 


The text of the communication 
follows: 


“The first assault of the English 
army, delivered in Flanders on a 
twenty-five-kilometer front on both 
sides of Ypres, has been repulsed. 

“After changeable, bitter fighting 
on a large scale the enemy, who 
attacked with superior forces many 
ranks deep, had to content himself 
with the possession of a crater po- 
sition in our defensive zone. 

“On the Chemin - des W 
(Aisne front) an energetic attack 
put us in possession of important 
height positions near Cerny and re- 


sulted in the capture of more than 
1500 French prisoners. 


“Western theater: Army u 

of Crown Prince ‘Rupprastar 
Flanders the artillery again in- 
creased in the evening to the most 
extreme violence. This was con- 
tinued during the night and de- 
veloped this morning into a most 
violent drumfire. Then strong enemy 
attacks commenced on a wide front 
from the Yser to the Lys. 
_ “Army sroup of the German 
Crown Prince: On the Chemin-dea- 
Dames the French attacked to the 
southeast of Filain on a three-kilo- 
meter front. At most points the 
thrusts broke down before our de- 
fense. Two small points, where the 
enemy broke into our positions, are 
still in his possession. 

“In a strong assault German 
chasseurs broke through Russian 
rear guard positions near Visnitz. 
The enemy was thereby forced to 
evacuate the Cheremosh line and 
retired toward the east. Also in 
the wooded Carpathians, on the up- 
per course of the Southern Sereth 
and on both sides of the Moldova 
and the Suczawa we gained ground 
aa an attack toward the east. Un- 
re of this success the Rus- 
—— abandoned their first-line po- 
sitions in the Meste Canesce sector. 

“In the Bereczker Mountains the

PARIS STATEMENT. 
{BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.} 

PARIS, July 31.—The French at- 
tack today in conjunction with the 
British was highly successful, ac- 
cording to the official statement is- 
sued by the War Office tonight. At 
small loss, the French troops car- 
ried important German positions and 
inflicted heavy losses on the enemy. 

The text of the statement reads: 

“Having crossed the Yser canal 
during the night, our troops at- 
tacked at 4 o’clock this morning in 
conjunction with the British armies 
on their right. The formidable ar- 
tillery preparation had completely 
levelled the German organizations 
and inflicted heavy losses on the de- 
fenders. 

“At the end of the morning our 
troops had carried two enemy posi- 
tions, and in their dash had spon- 
taneously gone beyond the objective 
which had been assigned to them. 
They advanced on the road between 
Lizerne and Dixmude and captured 
the village of Bixschoote and Korte- 
kerrt Inn. 

“Our losses were small. We cap- 
tured important material and took 
prisoners, not yet counted. The bat- 
tlefield is covered with German dead. 

ON THE AISNE FRONT. 

“On the Aisne front, the artillery 
fighting was violent. Reports up to 
the present concerning the opera- 
tienes south of La Royere emphasize 
the Splendid attitude of our troops. 
On the entire front of the attacks 
the objectives assigned having beer 
executed, we have been able to clear 
out the advance trenches, which we 
found filled with enemy dead. The 
number of prisoners taken exceed 
up to the present 210. Our losses 
were slight. 

“About 11 o'clock in the morning 
the enemy made a counter-attack 
west of L’Epine de Chevregny, which 
was repulsed.

WASHINGTON, July 31.—Hasty

| first draft call, Provost-Marshal-Gen- 


eral Crowder today ruled that “mar- 
riage is not of itself a valid ground 
for making claim for discharge.” 

Dependency is a matter of fact, 
not of law, Gen. Crowder pointed 
out.. 

“A man whose wife is mainly de- 
pendent on his daily labor for sup- 
port,” he said, “may claim exemp- 
tion on that ground. Only the ex- 
emption boards can determine this 
fact. Where dependency is claimed 
and circumstances show a marriage 
hastily consummated since July 20 
by @ man whose number is high on 
the available list, the actual fact 
of dependency must be closely scru- 
tinized.” 

Moreover, Gen. Crowder 
clared, women who marry men 
merely to ald them to be slackers 
are liable to prosecution under the 
draft act. 

Fears of some officials that delay 
in obtaining material and sufficient 
labor for national army cantonments 
would postpone the mobilization 
long past September 1 were disst 
pated today by an announcement by 
Secretary Baker that 78 per cent. 
of the cantonment materials are 
now on the ground and that reports 
indicate everything will be in read- 
iness, or nearly so, in another month. 

No definite date for mobilization 
was ever fixed, but Secretary Baker 
has indicated that every effort will 
be made to effect it about Septem- 
ber 1.

STOP IN CHICAGO.

ALLIED DRIVE IN FLANDERS 
MAY BECOME SUPREME CONFLICT. 


_. | British in Possession of the First Three Lines of German 


Trenches, Accomplishing All Planned for First 
Day Graphic Account of the Battle. 


RITISH FRONT IN FRANCE 
AND BELGIUM, July 31.— 

An epoch-making offensive, 
launched by the British and 
French against the German lines 
between the River Lys and 
Boesinghe at daybreak has, with 
few exceptions, accomplished all 
thet had been planned for the 


' first day of this battle, which, in 


its early stages gives promise of 
being the greatest conflict of the 
war. 

Roughly speaking, the British 
penetrated positions held by the 
Crown Prince Rupprecht of Ba- 
varia, between Boesinghe and 
Warneton, and at the time of 
the filing of this dispatch were 
in possession of the first three

Total will be Increased to 
About Billions. 


Senate Fi inance Committee 
Decides on Schedules. 


Measure to be Ready to Re- 
port by End of Week.

WASHINGTON, July 31.—Revision 
of the war-tax bill so as to increase 
its total from $1,670,000,000 to about 
$2,000,000,000, mainly by additional 
levies on intoxicants and on personal 


and corporation incomes, was def- 
initely decided on today by the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee. 

The detailed schedules and the 
exact total remain to be determined, 
but committee members said tonight 
they expected the bill to aggregate 
at least $1,998,000,000 and not more 
than $2,008,000,000. They plan to 
have the measure ready to report by 
the end of the week. 


NEW LEVIES DECIDED ON. 


The following new levies were def- 
initely decided upon today: 

On corporation incomes, $162,- 
000,000. 

Incomes of individuals of $15,000 
and more, $27,600,000. 

Distilled spirits, $90,000,000, 

Malt and fermented liquors (beer) 
$25,000,000. 

These new taxes total $304,600,000.

The new surtax rates on in- 
dividual incomes of $15,000 and 
above remain to be definitely fixed. 


GRADUATED SURTAXES., 


The graduated surtaxes in the 
pending bill run from ö per cent. on 
$15,000 incomes up to 33 per cent. 
The new rates probably will grad- 
uate from 6 to 35 per cent. With 
the increases the total income-tax 
returns to the government would be 
$1,052,000,000, of which $719,700,000 
would be the war levy, against $532,- 
700,000 proposed in the House bull. 

The committee decided to add a 
tax of $1 per gallon more on dis- 
tilled spirits and 60 cents more per 
barrel on malt and fermented liquors, 
These taxes would provide a total 
increase of $2.10 per gallon on dis- 
tilled @pirits, which now pays $1.10, 
and $1.75 per barrel on beer, now 
paying $1.50. 

Chairman Simmons sald tonight 
that while new and increased con- 
sumption taxes are being considered 
by the committee, he thought the 
cow millions of revenue needed to 
bring the bill to about $2,000,000,000 
probably could be found without 
raising the consumption taxes. The 
tentative incréases proposed for these 
are a quarter cent a pound on sugar, 
half cent on coffee and 1 or 2 cents 
on tea. The rates now in the bill 
are half cent a pound on sugar, 2 
cents on coffee and 5 cents on tea.

FIRST DRAFTED MEN 
EXAMINED SATURDAY. 


Local District Nine will be First to Start Machinery 
Turning, Number Seventeen will Follow Monday and 


Others Tuesday Total of 
the Last Moment. 


Names Called Increased at 


HE first examinations for the 
a8 draft under the first call will 

be held in local exemption dis- 
trict No. 9, at No. 3 Berkeley Square, 
next Saturday morning. The quota 
of this district was estimated at 100, 
therefore 200 names should have been 
called, but Lee A. Phillips, chair- 
man of the board, has called 240 
names, as in his judgment the num- 
ber of exemptions will be so large 


mat this action is justified. . 


District No. 17 and practically all 
other local districts will begin exam- 
mations Monday morning. This dis- 
trict, the largest in the city, has 
called 1600 names. Where the num- 


ber called does not make up the 
quota, more, in the order drawn at 
Washington, will be called. This is 
true of all districts. 

The remaining sixteen local 
exemption boards will probably not 
begin examinations until ‘Tuesday of 
next week, as many of the boards 
were late in receiving the master lists 
from Washington, or had not as yet 
perfected their organizations. Each 
board is planning to send a notice to 
each man drawn for examination un- 
der the first draft, but it must be 
borne in mind by all registrants that, 
regardless of their receiving notices 
from the board, they must inform 
themselves as to whether or not they 
have been drawn. The responsibil- 
ity is on the individual, not on the 
board., and failure to receive a no- 
tice will not be accepted as an ex- 
cuse for not appearing. This is im- 
perative. Each man must personal- 
ly see to it that he appears if drawn 


or he will be listed as drawn and: 


must answer the call ot the Provost- 
Marshal-General. Failure to do so 
will be considered desertion and be 
punished accordingly. 


TO PREVENT FRAUD. 


The draft examinations are hedged 
round with a cordon of precautions 
based on advance information fur- 
nished the Federal authorities by the 
local exemption boards. This cor- 
don is air-tight and fraud-proof and 
men who plan to beat the draft by 
framed-up excuses are destined to 
receive the shock of their lives. One 


class of draft dodgers who are riding 


to a fall are those whose wives have 
heretofore been employed and sup- 
porting themselves, and sometimes 
the men. It has been learned by the 
Federal authorities that a number 
of women 80 employed have quit 
work and the men have sought work, 
hoping thereby to avoid military 
duty on the specious plea that they 
have families to support. This 


subterfuge will not work. Hundreds 


of cases have been quietly investi- 
gated. The men are known, the 


places where the women were 
previously employed are known, the 
records of the men as family pro- 
viders are known, and the mere fact 
that they are at present technically 
the supports of the families will not 
be accepted as ground for exemption. 

Late advices from Washington 
would indicate that the fact a man 
has one or more dependents will not 
suffice as a ground for exemption, as 
the government is planning on mak- 
ing a suitable provision for such de- 
pendents. As a matter of fact, it is 
not safe for a man to undertake to 
claim exemption: on the dependent 
family ground unless he can prove 
that he is now and has been for a 
considerable period the sole support 
of a family. Perjury in a case of 
this kind will be dealt with severely. 
Women who have been supporting 
themselves and who in fear of the 
draft have either voluntarily or at 
the behest of their husbands or oth- 
er male members of their families, 
quit work so that the men could 
claim exemption, are taking the 
chance of being punished for per- 
jury if they swear that the men of 
their families are the sole supports 
thereof, when it can be readily 
proved that this is not the case. 

OPINIONS DIFFER. 

While most of the boards are pes- 
simistic as to the number of exemp- 
tions that will be claimed, the 
Provost-Marshal-General does not 
believe this will be serious, as he 
thinks an additional 10 per cent. 
over the first estimate will cover all 


cases. He bases this opinion on the 
fact that many men who have 
planned to claim exemption will 
change their minds when they see 
the blanks they must fill out and 
learn exactly the difficult path they 
must tread to support their claims. 

There are as many schemes being 
hatched to avoid being drafted as 
there are types of mind and men 
being called, but exemptions are go- 
ing to be made only on well-founded 
and absolutely valid grounds, 

One of the reasons for tightening 
the cordon of scrutiny to which ev- 
ery claim for exemption will be sub- 
jected is the large number of aliens 
who must be exempted. In some 
districts the percentage of this class 
is so large that the original number 
drawn. will be exhausted before more 
than two-thirds of the quota is se- 
cured. 

The plan generally adopted by the 
local boards for announcing the 
names of those drawn is as follows: 
Each man examined and found phys- 
ically fit will be declared drawn. If 
he files no exemption claim his name 
will be posted at once at the district 
in which he resides and where he

SQUARE THING. 

Pacifists and dodgers, subtle pro-Ger 
mans and confirmed anti-Britishers—in ad- 
dition to a minority of out-and-out Amer- 
ican citizens—have had one grievance in 
regard to the conscription of Americans for 
service on the battlefields of Europe that 
must be, and we are glad to note is being, 
speedily remedied. 

Some have expressed themselves open- 
ly; others have simply held the thought in 
suspense, awaiting developments. After 
the mames were registered and when the 
lots, we. e drawn, many surveying the situa- 
tion asked themselves, Why should Amer- 


fea draft young manhood to fight in foreign 


lands so long as the head partner in the 
Entente Alliance still allowed its own men 
the despicable refuge of the slacker? 

This attitude toward the draft would 
bave been illogical had the premises been 


correct. And they were not entirely so. 


Moreover, America was fighting her own 
fight by her own methods. 

The notion Is, of course, preposterous, that 
we will risk our youth to save that of Ens 
land. For over a year now Great Britain 
has had an effective conscription law in 
operation. It there are British slackers 
here who are dodging their plain duty, that 
is not the fault of the British government. 
While the United States was neutral it 
was impossible to deliver up these foreign 
subjects for military service against an- 
other friendly power. After our Congress 
broke off diplomatic relations with the Kai- 
ser one of the first requests made of us 
by the British government was for per- 
mission to round up these men without a 
country. ‘ 

So far as possible these aliens will now 
be forced to do their duty, either in the 
armies of the country where they have 
sought sanctuary or under the flag of the 
country that gave them birth. The Eng- 
lish slacker, permitted to pursue his des- 
Picable course, has ceased to be an argu- 
ment against the draft in the United 
States—even could it ever have been con- 
sistently advanced as such. 


‘But the case of Canada still remained. 
Though since its commencement she had 
been actively in the war, Canada still had 
no conscription. It was unfair, said some 
of our own citizens, to expect the United 
States to do as a stern duty that which 
Canada, far more closely affected by the 
issue, still refused to hold necessary. 
Moreover, in addition to her own, Canada 
thus afforded an asylum for American slack- 
ers. Where was the right spirit of give 
and take? | 

When we look back on the feats per- 
formed by the Canadian soldiers at the 
front, the heroism and endurance of these 
brother Americans of ours, the sacrifices 
and sufferings so bravely endured by these 
champions of democracy, we must admit 


that even without the draft Canada has not 


played an altogether unworthy part in the 
mighty duel. And now; as though directly 
inspired by the devotion of her new pow- 
erful ally to the south, Canada, too, has 
passed a conscription bill by a large ma- 
jority in the lower house, while its speedy 
Passage through the Senate at Ottawa is 
already insured. 

This is something better than a mere 
compliment to the example set by the 
United States. It quiets the last manufac- 
tured grievance of the hopeless slacker, that 
Great Britain is asking of America more 


than she is willing to do herself. Canadas 


adoption of the draft, so soon after the lots 
were drawn in Washington, cements the 
forces of western democracy in their de- 
termined fight against the militarism of 
Europe. Columbia shakes hands with Our 
Lady of the Snows over her wise decision. 
Should two million American soldiers be 
called upon to duplicate the feats already 
performed by two hundred thousand Cana- 
dians, the last battle of the fearful war 
wilt be fought to the final and only possible 
conclusion ‘humanity will tolerate. 


OF THE SEAS. 

The right to the free and uninter- 
rupted use of the ocean for the purposes 
of navigation is an inherent natural right 
which no nation created, no nation can 
monopolize and no nation can take away. 

A pamphlet on ocean shipping, issued by 
the National Foreign Trade Council, says: 

The sea was of itself navigable an- 

terior to any labor or industry of man. 
The use of the sea is innocent in itself 
and injurious to no one; because from 
the moment a thing becomes so abun- 
dant that whatever quantity may be 
taken from it by one, others may stin 
have as much as they desire, it neces- 
sarily results that each may appropri- 
ate to himself the quantity he wants 
and all the rest may do the same, with- 
out infringing the rights of any other 
person. Natural law, directed by civil 
‘laws, has sanctioned those rights of do- 
main and property on tke land which 
have put an end to the primitive com- 
munity of goods, but as the ocean 16 
inexhaustible, any number of vessels 
may be borne on the same maritime 
highway without impeding the course 
of each othér, so that modern usage 
has at last come to regard maritime 
navigation as the free and permanent 
exercise of the natural right of the na- 
tions of the world. 

Seas are the great highways traced by 
nature between the different parts of the 
world to facilitate and expedite communi- 
cation between the nations that inhabit it. 
Maritime navigation thus concerns not only 
the nations that carry on foreign com- 
merce from their own ocean gateways, but 
all mankind. All civilized countries at the 
present day have nearly the same habits, 


the same wants and require virtually the 


same articles of consumption. It is there- 
fore an absolute necessity that ocean com- 
munications should always be maintained 
uninterruptedly, in order to preserve that 
ready interchange of material products and 
that facility of personal intercourse which 
is one of the alms of our present civiliza- 
tion. 

We are at war with Germany because 
Germany has marked out a part of the 
ocean on which she forbids our ships to 
salt-on penalty of being destroyed with- 
out notice. Germany in this has gone back 
1984 years to the year B. C. 67, when Caesar 
commenced his successful career. Then the 
Sicilian pirates had become so powerful 
and were so numerous that they menaced 
the very existence of the Roman govern- 
ment. “They had,” says the historian, Ab- 
bott, “built, equipped and organized whole 
fleets. They had various fortresses, ar- 
senals, ports and watch towers all along the 
conata ef tha Mediterranean. They bad also 
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Impending Crash. 
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extensive warehouses, built in secure and 
secluded places, where they stored their 
Plunder. Their fleets were well manned, 
and provided with skillful pilots, and with 
ample supplies of every kind; and they 
were so well constructed, both for speed 
and safety, that no other ships could be 
made to surpass them. The number of 
their galleys was said to be a thousand. 
With this force they made themselves com- 
plete masters of the sea.” : 

They occupied the same relation to the 
Roman Empire that Germany now occupies 
toward France ands England. They at- 
tacked not only separate ships, but whole 
fleets of merchantmen sailing under con- 
voy; and they increased the difficulty and 
expense of bringing grain to Rome so much 
by intercepting the supplies, as very ma- 
teriallx to enhance the price, and to 
threaten a scarcity. They made themselves 

ters of many islands, and of various 
maritime towns along the coast, until 
they had 400 ports and cities in their pos- 
session. At last Rome was aroused to ef- 
fective resistance. Pompey was empowered 
to raise as large a force, both of ships 
and men, as he should think required, and 
to draw from the treasury whatever funds 
were necessary to defray the enormous ex- 


penses which so vast an undertaking would 


involve. 
Pompey performed the duty entrusted to 
him by beginning at the Straits of Gibraltar 
with a powerful fleet and driving the pi- 
rates before him, taking their ships, dis- 
mantling their fortifications, restoring the 
harbors and towns to their rightful owners 
and sending the pirates themselves with 
their wives and children far into the in- 
terior of the country, where they were es- 
tablished as agriculturists and herdsmen. 


Since then one nation after another has 
tended, and contended unavalilingly, for 
the possession of the seas and the monop- 
oly of maritime commerce. As late as the 
eighteenth century Montesquieu held that a 
nation may cede the sea to another, in 
the same manner as it has ceded land, No 
modern jurist would concede such a doc- 
trine. The theory that a state could by 
appropriation obtain predominant rights in 
parts of the high seas has long been en- 
tirely exploded, and the rights of any na- 
tion are now restricted to a marginal belt 
which has been regarded as extending three 
miles from the shore. This distance was 
fixed by the supposed range of a cannon. 
Germany had a right under international 
law to seize or destroy on the high seas 
anywhere any vesse! belonging to any of 
the Entente Allies, and has now such right 
as against the United States. But she had 
and has no such right as against a neutral 
and her declaration of an intention to sink 
any American ship found within that part 
of the ocean which she declared to be a 
“war zone” was a declaration of war 
against the United States without suff. 
clent cause, 
whatever.

WHAT THEY EAT IN 


FRANCE AND GERMANY. 


. The last monthly review of the 
United States Bureau of Labor sta- 
tistics contains some interesting in- 
formation concerning the food sit- 


uation in Europe. 


In France it is provided by gov- 
ernment decree of February 9, 1917, 


that all bread must be 


tured from whole-wheat flour, that 
all loaves may not weigh less than

inches, Bread may not be sold un- 
til at least twelve hours old and 
may not be subjected to processes 
of conservation to keep it fresh.

There is no meat, no 
cheese, and no sausage; no butter 
on four or five days of the week, 
no more bottle beer, and many sa- 
loon keepers refuse to sell beer to 
be cOnsumed off the premises. The 
beer, moreover, is all but undrinka-

and fish, smoked, dried or canned.

Large Stores of Paints and 
Oils are Destroyed. 


Firemen Face Bombardment 
of Exploding Receptacles. 


Thousands of gallons of oil and 
Paint were burned at noon yester- 
day when a blaze which started in a 
defective flue destroyed the contents 
of the building occupied by the 
Hammel Ol Burner Company at No. 
645 North Main street. The loss is 
estimated at $25,000, but is partially 
covered by insurance. 

The places of business affected by 
the fire were that of the Hammel 
company, the rooming-house at No. 
643% North Main street, the auto 
body paint shop of Morgagni Bros.

Main street, the Pacific Metal Works 
at No. 661 North Main street. and 
the auto paint shop at No. 647 North 
Main street.

E MAKES LEAP 
TO HOSPITAL. 


Iceman Meets with Mishap 
that Lands Him Right 
at the Door. 


Herbert T. Giles, driver for 
the National Ice and Cold 
Storage Company, is 80 ac- 
commodating that yesterday 
he nearly jumped from his 
wrecked truck into the Re- 
ceiving Hospital door.

Old Alienation of Affections 
Charges Recalled in Suit for 
Divorce — As One-time Plaintiff 
Now Defendant, is not Present, 
Judge Continues Case. 


Joseph Gamba, who was a boarder 
at the home of James Bertotti, tes- 
tied yesterday in defense of Mrs. 
Marianna Bertotti, whose affections 
he was supposed to have stolen.

OUNCIL REFUSES 
TO BOW TO UNIONS. 


Closed-shop Policy—Even Mas- 
ter Plumber Votes No.“ 


While the City Council yester- 
day amended several salary ordi- 
nances so as to provide slight in- 
creases in the wages paid certain 
classes of employees, it refused 
point blank to adopt the recom- 
mendations of Ralph Criswell, re- 
pudiated Socialist and representa- 
tive of the labor unions, to union- 
ize city departments by applying 
the union wage scale to carpenters 
and other mechanics. 

Councilman Reeves, a master 
plumber, who was expected by some 
to support Mr. Criswell, refused to 
do so on the ground that his ocol- 
league was attempting to increase 
salares to a point even higher than 
established by the unions. He stated 
that the union scale for carpenters 
is $4 per day, and that he could 
not vote to make their pay in the 
city departments $4.50 per day, 

No objection was raised to in- 
creasing the pay of laborers in the 
park department to $2.75 per day. 
The recommendation of the special 
committee was adopted in each in- 
stance, but the minority report filed 
by Mr. Criswell was promptly voted 
down. Bert Farmer voted with Mr. 
Criswell, but explained that he did 
do because he believed it a step to- 
ward the standardization of salaries.
